1929-35 - Liu joined the Communist Youth League of China in 1929 and served as Secretary of 
Huangan Central County Committee, Youth Communist League, between 1930-31. He 
joined the Red Army in approximately 1931. From 1932 to 1934, Liu served as a 
section chief in Hast Hubei Guerilla Force Headquarters, and, from 1934 to 1935, he was 
a section chief in the Political Department of the 25th Army. Liu became a section chief 
in the Regiment Department of Counlcrcncmy Work, 15th Army. Also in October 1935, 
Liu became a patty member and participated in the Long March as part of the 4th Front 
Army 
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1935-45 - Liu served as Chief of the Confidential Work Section, 31st Corps (1937), and 

participated in the War of Resistance against Japan (1937-45). During the War of 
Resistance, Uu was made Chief of the Propaganda and Education Section at- the 
Headquarters of the 129th Division of the 8th Route Army (1937-39). While there, he 
served under Liu Bocheng and Deng Xiaoping. He served as Director of the
